WASHINGTON - The U.S. said yesterday that PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat's speech before a special 
meeting of the UN General Assembly in Geneva failed 
to meet America’s long-standing conditions for 


recognition. 


“The U.S. listened carefully to Mr. Arafat's 
speech,” State Department spokesman Charles Red- 
man said in a carefully drafted U.S. reaction. “The 
speech contained some interesting and some positive 
developments. But it continued to be ambiguous on 
the key issues which must be clearly addressed in order 
for the U.S. to enter a substantive dialogue with the 


PLO.” 


Redman confirmed that the U.S., in advance of 
Arafat's speech, had stipulated to various diplomatic 
“third parties” exactly what Arafat would have to say 
in order to win American recognition. But Arafat 
failed to meet those conditions. be said. 

Redman denied that the U.S. had seen a text of 
Arafat's speech in advance. “But what we did is. 
through third parties. set forth in very explicit. specific 
terms what those conditions are,” he said.

Shamir: ‘Act

Prime Minister Shamir yesterday 
described Yasser Arafat's speech in 
Geneva as a “monumental act of 
deception,” and government offi- 
cials expressed relief at the U.S.

The U.S. statement dispelled con- 
cern, based on messages received 


. yesterday from American officials - 


both here and in Washington, that 
Arafat had agreed to incorporate 
suggested U.S. amendments into his 
speech. The U.S. would start nego- 
tiating immediately with the PLO, 
the officials said, if Arafat would 
indeed utter the agreed formula. 

Foreign Minister Peres decided 
last night to withhold public reaction 
until his scheduled Knesset appear- 
ance this afternoon. Earlier in the 
day, Peres's coalition moves were 
based on what was then considered 
a probable breakthrough in U.S.- 
PLO relations. Sources close to the 
foreign minister said that before the 
speech, Peres once again favoured

U.S. Ambassador Thomas Pick- 
ering informed both Shamir and 
Peres of the American position just 
minutes before it was announced in 
Washington. The inner cabinet is 
expected to discuss Arafat's speech 
in its meeting this morning. 

Official contacts between the 
U.S. and the PLO. Shamir said, 
would “encourage extremism and 
violence and suppress the voices of 
those who are really interested in 
coexistence, negotiation and peace 
between Israel and its neighbours.”

Hussein lauds Arafat; Egypt goads Israel

Jordan yesterday praised PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat’s speech, while Syria ignored it and Egypt 
issued a sharp challenge to Israel to respond to 


his “peace initiative.” 


But PLO political department director Farouk 
Kaddoumi said the PLO “cannot abandon mili- 
tary struggle to liberate the Palestinian land, 
even if there are prospects for a political settle- 
ment.” His remarks were published in the Unit- 


ed Arab Emirates daily al-{tihad. 


Jordan's King Hussein. on a visit to Paris, said 
in an interview on French television: “Chairman 
Arafat has"responded to every demand of the 
U.S." He said be “fully supported” Arafat's 


proposals. 


Earlier, after talks with French President 
Francois Mitterrand, Hussein said he was “per- 
sonally optimistic’ about a peace settlement. 
The PLO, he said, has taken a “positive and 
reasonable attitude” in adhering to Resolution 


242. 


Jordan Television yesterday evening delivered 


speech. 


a complete report on Arafat's speech and noted 
that Hussein had telephoned Arafat to con- 
gratulate him personally on his “important 


Egyptian Foreign Minister Esmat Abdel-Me- 
guid, who addressed the UN General Assembly 
right after Arafat, challenged Israel to respond 
in kind. 


“This Palestinian acceptance [of Israel's exis- 
tence] is neither a gift to be offered nor a price to 
be paid in exchange for nothing.” he said. “Isra- 
el should in return be prepared to recognise 
right of the Palestinian people to exist, to self 
determination. to choose their independence 
and sovereignty. and to live within secure, recog- 
nised and guaranteed boundaries.” 

Egyptian Radio. in the first broadcast com- 
mentary on Arafat's speech, said: “It's up to 
Israel to respond to this important peace initia- 
tive. Otherwise, she will be isolated and she 
could even be expelled from the UN.” 

The commentary said the PLO had already 
made a “big concession” by accepting negotia- 
tions with Israel on the basis of UN Security

Israeli Arab leaders: The way to peace is open

Israeli Arab leaders yesterday ex- 
pressed support for Yasser Arafat's 
UN address, saying it cleared the 
path to peace and compelled Israel 
to attend an international peace 
conference. 

“The way is open and the only 
solution is to go an international 
conferénce without prior condi- 
tions,” said Assad Azizeh, head of 
Dabburiya village in Galilee. 

“Arafat,” said Azizeh, “cannot 
do more. He has laid the basis for 
peace and talks on peace. In negoti- 


ations, however. everything is 
open.” 

Azizeh said that he expected that 
the Israel government would not ac- 
cept Arafat's stand, but he was dis- 
appointed by the initial American 
reaction. But. he said, “I'm optimis- 
tic that America will still change its 
attitude. If both Israel and the U.S. 
ontinue to ignore what the rest of 
the world has now accepted, it will 
show that they don’t want peace.” 

Nimr Murkos, head of Kafr Yasif

West Bank figures angry at U.S.

Prominent Palestinians in the ter- 
fitories reacted angrily yesterday to 
U.S. criticism of Arafat's speech, 
which they praised as a genuine ap- 
peal for peace that meets all Ameri- 
can requirements for political dia- 
logue. 

The speech generated intense in- 
terest in the West Bank and Gaza, 
where streets emptied as Palestin- 
ians tuned into live broadcasts on 
Radio Monte Carlo and Egyptian 
radio and television. 

Residents in Nablus said Palestin- 
ian flags attached to balloons were 
flown over the city after the speech, 
pictures of Arafat were held aloft, 
and people in some neighbourhoods 
took to the streets, whistling and 
shouting slogans. Youths burned 
tyres and set up barricades in several 
locations, and were dispersed by 
troops who fired tear-gas. 

Bethlehem Mayor Elias Freij. a 
pro-Jordanian moderate, called the 


U.S. response to the speech “very 
disappointing, very naive, and very 
one-sided. I don’t know what else 
they want from Arafat. The speech 
was unequivocal. 

“The Americans want the Pales- 
tinians to submit to Israel's diktat. I 
believe Israel and the Americans 
will stand against the whole world. 
We are facing a long night of con- 
frontation until the Americans 
change their arrogant attitude. I'm 
afraid it will have strong repercus- 
sions in the Arab world.” 

Nablus businessman Sa'id Kan- 
aan, ἃ PLO supporter who has also 
maintainted contacts with Israeli 
politicians, said Arafat “has met all 
the requirements that the Ameri- 
cans asked for, and this at the UN, 
not in some press conference. 

Said Al Quds editor Mahmud 
Abu Zuluf: “If the Americans want 
to be satisfied, then they will be 
satisfied. If they don’t, it doesn’t 
matter how many speeches Arafat 
makes.”  - ya 


Geneva—a long way from Bnei Brak

BNEI BRAK - Yasser Arafat's speech was not the main topic of 
conversation last night at Eli the King of Falafel, a stall specializing in 
glatt kosber oriental foods on Bnei Brak's main street. 

“You mean what he said in Algiers?” asked an Orthodox young man. 
“J didn’t even know he was speaking at the UN. It doesn’t really interest 
me all that much.” 

“A murderer remains a murderer, he can’t change his spots,” inter- 
jected another bearded customer. “Shamir was right when he said the 
PLO would never change.” 

Across the’ street, waiting under a black umbrella for the bus that 
would take him to the other side of town, Avram, 32, argued that sooner 
or later Israel’s leaders will have to talk to Arafat. “We can’t put our 
heads in the sand and pretend that nothing is changing. The PLO is more 
moderate now than it used to be. So he’s done some bad things in the 
past. Maybe now he has repented, so to speak.” 

He explains that the ultra-Orthodox community probably takes a 
greater interest in the world of diplomacy than does the secular commu- 
nity. “It’s in our tradition, When we were in the Diaspora we were much 
better informed than the goyim, and we have kept that up here.” 

“The Midrash says that Esau will always hate Jacob. That's the way of 
the world. The Arabs will always hate us," said another face in the dark. 
“Arafat says that there can be no peace until the Palestinian flag flies 
over Jerusalem. He’s not worth wasting time over.” 


Police to probe sculptor on libel charge

Attorney-General Yosef Harish 
has instructed the’ police to investi~ 
gate charges that sculptor Yigal Τυ- 
markin criminally libelled Orthodox 
Jewry, offended their religious sen- 
sibilities, incited to hatred of Jews 
and implicitly justified the 
Holocaust. * i 
Harish has done so at the request 
of Tel Aviv University professor of 
law Ariel Rosen-Zvi and Ramat 
Gan attorney Ben Zion Eliash, in 
the name of Rabbi Yehoshua Ben~ 
Meir of Jerusalem, a research assis~ 
tant and teacher in Jewish law at Tel 
Aviv University, Rosen-Zvi is an 
Orthodox supporter of a constitu- 
tion for Israel and an opponent of 
the proposed ‘Who Is a Jew” 
amendment. 


In their complaints to Harish, Ro- 
sen-Zvi and Ben-Meir referred to 
Tumarkin’s remarks in an interview 
in the November 4 issue of the local 
newspaper Jel Aviv. Tumarkin said 
that. considering the outcome of the 
elections and the appearance and 
conduct of the Orthodox, he uider- 
stood why European Jewry had 
been subjected to the Holocaust. He 
also spoke of “Haredim...spawning 
children right and left.” 

The complainants based their ac- 
cusations on various sections of the 
Judgment of Nazis and Collabora- 
tors Law-1950: Libel Law-1965; 
Punishment Law-1977; Incitement 
to Racism Law (Amendment)-1986; 
Denial of the Holocaust Law-1986;

U.S. refuses to give 200 So 


ROME - Soviet Jewish emigrants 
here are stunned that their applica- 
tions to enter the U.S. as refugees 
have been tured down. 

U.S. immigration officials in 
Rome have refused 201 refugee ap- 
plications in the past three months, 
Said Ernest Berger, European direc- 
tor for the Hebrew Immigrant Aid 
Society. U.S. officials say that the 
rejections are due to a sharp jump in 
the number of Jews permitted to 
leave the the Soviet Union, which 
has exceeded the number of refugee 
slots set by the U.S. 

“It’s awful. We are all in shock,” 
said Eugene Shpaeyr, 31, a biologist 
who came from Riga this fall with 
his wife and two children. He and 
the other Soviet Jews are temporar- 
ily housed in the seaside town of 
Ladispoli near Rome. 

The overwhelming number of So- 
viet Jews are still granted U.S. refu- 
gee status. Those rejected may ap-

BRAZZAVILLE -- South Africa 
undertook yesterday to end more 
than a century of white rule in Na- 
mibia in return for the withdrawal of

Angola. Namibia, administered by 
Pretoria through 40 years of interna- 
tional condemnation, could become 
independent as early as November 
next year. 

Dozens of diplomats and politi- 


cians looked on in Brazzaville’s plit- -

African, Cuban and Angolan repre- 
sentatives signed an accord that will 
put Namibia on the road to UN- 
supervised independence. . 

South Africa will implement ἃ

mibian independence from April 1 
neat year. 

The: so-called Brazzaville proto- 
col, worked out in eight months of 
U.S.-mediated talks on three conti- 
nents, obliges Cuba to withdraw its 
troops from Angola in prescribed 
stages up to the end of June 1991. 

“This will pave the way to a new 
era of peace in southwestern Afri- 
ca,” said Angolan chief negotiator 
General Antonio dos Santos Fran- 


- ca, who is known as “Ndalu”. 


Describing the accord as a tri- 
umph for negotiation over war, 


. South African Foreign Minister Pik 


Botha said: “We want to be accept- 
ed by our African brothers. We 
need each other.”

The agreement wil] be reaffirmed 
at a formal treaty-signing in New 
York on Thursdav next week. 

In addition to the terms and tim- 
ing of Namibia’s independence and 
the Cuban withdrawal. the accord 
provides for a joint Cuban, Angolan 
and Scuth African commission to 
deal with disputes. 

An unspecified prisoner exchange 
will take place on December 22, 
when the formal treaty is signed in 
New York. 

Botha said he expected to travel 
to New York himself for the cere- 
mony. 

Earlier, while flying to Brazza- 
ville, Botha told reporters that the 
UN-supervised independence pro- 
cess for Namibia wil] start on April 1 
and elections will be held seven 
months later. 

Botha said 3.000 Cuban soldiers 
will leave Angola before April 1 and 
the entire 50,000-member Cuban 
force will withdraw within 27 
months after that date. 

The protocol stipulates that half 
of the Cubans will be out by the time 
of the Namibian elections due on 
Nov. 1, 1989, while the sécond half 
of the Cuban contingtnt is to be 
deployed north of the 13th parallel, 
about 550km. from the Namibian 
border. After a year, 33.000 Cubans 
(66 per cent of the total) are to have 
left, and by June 30, 1991, not a 
single Cuban soldier should be left 
in Angola. 

Angola, Cuba and South Africa 
are to form a joint commission to 
discuss and settle any problems aris- 
ing from the treaty, and an indepen- 
dent Nantibia will be asked to join. 
The U.S., which has brokered the 
talks since they started in May, and 
the Soviet Union will have observer 
status.

DUBLIN (AFP) - Irish Attorney- 
General John Murray yesterday re- 
jected Britain's request to extradite 
a former Roman Catholic priest 
wanted on terrorism charges, court 
officials said here. 

Father Patrick Ryan. 38. was ex- 
pelled from Belgium on November 
25 after having been arrested in July 
for possession of a false passport. 
Britain unsuccessfully tried to have 
him extradited from there, saying he 
was 2 suspected Irish Republican 
Army gun runner. The Belgian cabi- 
net decided instead to send him 
back to Ireland. 

British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher was “extremely disap- 
pointed” by yesterday's decision. a 
spokesman at her 10 Downing 
Street residence said. 

Thatcher was reportedly furious 
when the Belgians turned down the 
original extradition request, and the 
issue has soured Britain's relations 
with Dublin and Brussels.

Chaotic flood of quake relief overwhelms Armenia 


YEREVAN (AP) -- A worldwide 
outpouring of aid to Armenian 
earthquake victims has over- 
whelmed the mountainous regions 
hardest hit by the disaster, clogging 
the Yerevan airport and two crude 
highways linking the devastated 
zone with the capital. 

Cars, trucks, buses and cranes 
creep slowly day and night up the 
narrow, winding roads across the 
Caucasus range that spans from 
southern Russia and the small re- 
publics between the Caspian and 
Black seas. The sound of honking 
horns and grinding engines fills the 
silence of stricken villages and cities 
from which thousands have heen 
evacuated. 

Foreign aircraft flying in donated 


blood, medical supplies, food, 
clothing and rescue equipment wait 
for hours to have their cargos un- 
loaded at the airport in Yerevan, 
Armenia's capital. 

Two plane crashes have claimed a 
total of 85 lives among the rescuers, 
and minor collisions have been re- 
ported among the throng of aircraft 
that stacked up over the weekend. 

“It's been unavoidably chaotic. 
with so many aircraft arriving at 
Once,” said Colin Wheeler, an engi- 
neer with Air Europe. which flew 20 
tons of medical equipment and food 
into Yerevan on Monday.

Both men, Sboyev told the mili- 
tary college of the Soviet supreme 
court, had earned “specially severe 
sentences...because of the political 
harm they have caused to the au- 
thority of the Soviet state.”

Girl’s death triggers 
debate over child abuse 


NEW YORK (AP) - A trial arising 
from the alleged beating death of a 
young git] in an affluent New York 
household has triggered shock, an- 
ger and national debate over who is 
responsible for reporting child 
abuse. ς 

Joel Steinberg, a 47-year-old dis- 
barred lawyer, is on trial in criminal 
court, accused of fatally beating his 
illegally adopted child on November 
1 last year. Lisa, aged 6, died three 
days later of head injuries. Doctors 
have testified that prompt medical 
care could have saved her life. 

The sensational trial is getting 
wide publicity throughout the U.S. 
in newspaper and magazine articles. 
In New York, dramatic testimony is 
carried live on television. 

“People are mentioning the Stein- 
berg case... It seems to have raised 
some awareness of child abuse,’ 
said one counsellor at the Childhelp 
National Child Abuse Hotline in 
Holl , California. - 

. *One of the terrible things about 


child abuse is that it is often kept a 


secret,” said the counsellor, “While 
these cases are painful and people 
don't want to hear about them, hav- 
i is out in the open is crucial."

The child was just one of the two 
to five children who die each day in 
the U.S: from neglect or abuse. ac- 
cording to figures provided by the 
California Hotline. Every two min- 
utes a child in this country is at- 
tacked by one or both of his parents, 
it said.

Protecting Children in Denver, Col- 
orado, said U.S. child protection 

mcies documented 737,000 cases 
of neglect and abuse in 1986 out of 
more than 2 million cases reported.

THE address to the UN General Assembly's 
session On Palestine in which Yasser Arafat 
was expected to finally accept, without equiv- 
ocation, the three American conditions for 
allowing the PLO to take part in the Middle 
East peace process, was not delivered. 

To be sure. the PLO chairman did mount 
the podium in Geneva’s Palace of Nations, 
and he did unburden himself of an oration on 
the blessings of Palestinian-Israel peace. 
When he concluded, Mr. Arafat was ecstati- 
cally applauded by the overwhelming major- 
ity of the UN delegations present. One dele- 
gation that sat on its hands was Israel's, which 
had watched the festivity on a television 
screen outside the hall.

Has 
he heard of Three Mile Island, 
Brown's Ferry or WHOOPS? 

Beyond safety concerns and the 
intractable problem of nuclear 
waste, nuclear power has not 
worked out economically. In Arizo- 
oa, for example, our $2.7 billion 
plant ended up costing $9.2 billion. 
Plants were supposed to operate 80 
per cent of the time, but the industry 
average is 50 per cent. This is why 
many plants have been abandoned 
half-built. 

Then there is the problem of de- 
fence. Each power plant carries a 
mother lode of dangerous nuclear 
materials -- a natural target for sabo- 
tage or war. America does not wor- 
ry about hostile neighbours with 
missiles and bombers; Israel has to.

Next, let Diaspora Jewry and its 
representative bodies and agencies 
require endorsement of and active 
adherence to the declaration as a 
condition for community funding. 

Various figures in the American 
Jewish lay leadership have repeat- 
edly denounced any notion of rely- 
ing on “pocketbook threats.” This 
prissiness goes a long way towards 
explaining why massive effots are 
now being expended on sustaining a 
desperate flow of anti-“Who is a 
Jew™ missions, and why the Reform/ 
Conservative movements need at 
the last moment to try to prevent 
their own gelding on the symbolic 
issue of conversions. Budgets, con- 
trol of allocations. and line-item ve- 


represent the vast majority of U.S.

Adopring and enforcing the 
above declaration would introduce ἃ 
small revolution into the pro- 
gramme of American Jewish organi- 
zations functioning in Israel.

of the authors of the controversial © 


Gramm-Rudman-Hollings law, 
which mandates the balancing of the 
federal budget by 1993. The law has 


not made him popular in Washing-. 


ton D.C., the seat of the massive 
federal bureacuracy. - - 

Gramm. tells ‘the .story ‘of how 
members of a government workers 
union got together to ‘buy him an 
artificial heart. He rejected the ges- 
ture. “I have a heart -- the heart of a 
liberal,” he says. Pause. “It is in 2 
jar on my desk-and-it bleeds when- 
ever there is talk of cutting the 
budget!" 

The delivery, like the senator, is 
Texan: drawling, expansive and 
very sharp. Gramm is the product of 
ἃ political culture that-puts a premi- 
um on communication. One may 
disagree with what he says (he is an 


arch-conservative), but it is difficult.

he says it. Few Israeli politicians 
have his wit and’ polish. 


Gramm is reportedly close to .

He 
is modest about his potential influ- 
ence with the Bush administration, 
but observers of the American polit- 
ical scene estimate that it will be 
considerable.

Italy kicks Pope out of bedroom 


ALARM spread through the Vati- 
can recently when it became known 
that Pope John Paul's worldwide 
crusade to curb abortion and birth 
contro! had met with a crushing de- 
feat — in Italy. 

The country’s birthrate, once Eu- 
rope’s highest, was revealed to be 
the lowest in the industrialized 
world. Twenty years ago, the aver- 
age couple had three children, but 
the figure has now plunged to 1.3 - 
well below zero population growth ~ 
and is still falling. 

The news came as a bitter person- 
al blow at the climax of the Pope's 
unrelenting drive against contracep- 
tion, which he recently defined as 
“denying the sovereignty of God.” 
He had staked his prestige and papal 
aura of infallibility on turning back 
the tide. Now this. 

“Farewell Catholic Italy" ran a 
headline on the ominous statistics, 
issued by the National Research 
Council in Rome. The leading daily 
newspaper, La Repubblica, recalled 
the stream of unpopular papal pro- 
nouncements on bedroom behav- 
iour in the past few years, and said 
the Church had “forfeited all claims 
on the sexual and family customs of 
the nation.”

rial when Prime Minister Ciriaco De 
Mita arrived on a ceremonial visit. 
He was met by a broadside an “a 
conjugal crisis in which children are 
no longer accepted as Gad's most 
precious gift,” in which even prolific 
Naples had a lower birthrate than 
Sweden. 

Southern-borm De Mita presenied 

his own four children to show 
he, for one, bad performed his iam- 
ily duty, and deplored his nation’s 
fall from grace. 
* His Christian Democrat Party 
tried to stop the legislation on di- 
vorce and birth control. but stood 
aside on abortion. Italy's youth had 
joined the European mainstream. 
What more could he do? 

The new Italian viewpoint was 
brutally underlined by a recent opin- 
ion poll in which young Catholics 
rated the gravity of mortal sins from 
nought to 10. The voting went: regu- 
lar adultery 3. homosexuality 4. 
missing Mass 1, abortion 2. Sex be- 
fore marriage and practising birth 
control rated 0. 

Heedless of social changes, the 
papal edicts are ever more frequent 
and severe. The latest, some say 


greatest. counterblast azuinst unbe- 
lief came when the Vatican flatly 
announced for the first time that 
abortion was murder. 

Not only are the woman and her 
husband guilty, but also the doctors, 
Nurses, hospital orderlies, even sani- 
tary workers -- everyone in any way 
involved. The penalty for the crime 
is excommunication. 


Ina recent TV broadcast, live by 


saieliite ta 30 countries. the Pope 
Geclared that in vitra fertilization 
was violating God's design. Howev- 
er, Catholic couples have since been 
assured that it may be acceptable to 
put the ova and sperm artificially 
into a wife's Fallopian tube, provid- 
ing the husband's sperm is drawn 
from a specially perforated condom 
after intercourse. 


_ Cardinal Ratzinger. arch-reac- 
tionary and the Pope's chief adviser 
and spokesman on such issues, said 
the ban was produced to fill a moral 
void in science.

In the Supreme Court sitting as a 
Court of Civil Appeals before Justice 
Aharon Barak, Justice Shlomo Lev- 
in, and Justice Gavriel Bach, in the 
matter of the State of Israel, Appel- 
lant, versus Tamar Sohan, Respon- 
dent (C.A.429182). 


THE RESPONDENT and her hus- 
band were involved in a family dis- 
pute, and on December 2, 1979, the 
Rabbinical Court, on the respon- 
dent's application, issued an order 
restraining her husband from leav- 
ing the country. The Rabbinical 
Court sent a copy of the order to 
national police headquarters, and 
on December 17, 1979, the respon- 
dent handed a copy of the order to a 
police officer. 

At the same time, she handed to 
the police a form containing her hus- 
band’s particulars, and the police 
confirmed, on the back of the form, 
there was no record concerning the 
husband up to December 16, 1979. 

On December 19, 1979. The hus- 
band left the country from Ben-Gur- 
ion Airport, the police having failed 
to detain him. The respondent then 
sued the State on the basis of police 
negligence, claiming damages for 
the distress caused to her by her 
becoming an aguna (i.e., a woman 
deserted by her husband who is un- 
able to receive from him a “bid! of 
divorcement” because his where- 
abouts are unknown). 

The Magistrates’ Court dismissed’ 
the respondent's claim in limine, 
holding that even if the police were 
negligent, there was no legal basis 
for a claim against the State. The 
Tespondent then appealed to the 
District Court, which reversed the 
magistrate's decision. The State 
appealed to the Supreme Court. 


THE FIRST JUDGMENT of the 
Supreme Court was given by Justice 
Aharon Barak. 

The court had held in a number of 
decisions, he said, that a govern- 
mental authority, exercising statu- 
tory functions, was not absolved 
from liability for the negligent per- 
formance of such functions. 

The rule was that where damage 
could be expected, there was a duty 
to foresee it, unless there were spe- 
cial circumstances justifying the lim- 
itation of that duty. At the same 
time, the court had said that it 
should avoid unnecessary categori- 
zation, and laying down tests which 
were difficult to justify and apply. 

The question in the present case 
was not whether, in general. a po- 
liceman owed a duty of care to a 
person injured by an act or omission 
on his part. The question was 
whether a policeman charged with 
the control of persons leaving the 
country, who had, under his hand. a 
court order restraining some person 
from leaving, owed a duty of care 
towards someone who could be in- 
jured by that order being disobeyed. 

A duty of care, said Justice Ba- 
rak, did not exist in a vacuum. All 
the circumstances had to be taken 
into account. In his opinion, a rea- 
sonable policeman could foresee, 
and was required to foresee, that 
damage would be caused to the per- 
son who obtained an order restrain- 
ing someone from leaving the coun- 
try. if that order were not

implemented. That was the only in- 
ference to be drawn from the issue 
of a judicial order of this kind. 

If the duty of care existed, he 
continued, the question arose 
whether there were any consider- 
ations of judicial policy which pre- 
cluded the recognition of that duty 
by the courts. In striking a balance 
between various conflicting factors, 
should the duty of care. in the cir- 


cumstances of the present case, be. 


recognized, or rejected? 

In his opinion, the duty should be 
recognized. He was aware of the 
means at the disposal of the police. 
and the other relevant circum- 
stances. He had also not overlooked 
that the tendency in the United 
States was not to impose a duty of 


- care of this kind on police officers. 


He had also noted the argument of 
appellant's counsel that the tenden- 
cy of the English courts was to re- 
strict the liability of statutory au- 
thorities in performing their 
statutory duties. 

Nevertheless, he held the view 

that, in the circumstances of this 
particular case — and it was to those 
circumstances alone that his deci- 
sion applied — the duty of care which 
rested on the police, and on the 
existence of which the respondent 
telied, should be recognized. 
THE STATE HAD argued, Justice 
Barak said, that a decision against it 
in this matter would result in a flood 
of claims. This argument had been 
advanced in a number of cases, and 
it sufficed to say that there was no 
proof to support it. 

As an English judge had said, 
“The experiences of a long life in 
the law have made me very familiar 
with this floodgates argument. I do 
not, of course, suggest that it can 
invariably be dismissed as lacking 
cogency; on the contrary, it has to 
be weighed carefully, but I have of- 
ten seen it disproved by later 
events.” 

Counsel for the State, said Justice 
Barak. had argued that the police 
should be responsible. if at all, only 
for direct damage caused by its neg- 
ligence, not for indirect damage. 

He did not agree. As an English 
court had held, “How wide the 
sphere of duty of care in negligence 
is to be laid depends ultimately upon 
the court’s assessment of the de- 
mands of society for protection from 
carelessness of others." In his view, 
the restriction of the liability to di- 
rect damage alone would be 
unjustified. : 
FINALLY, JUSTICE BARAK em- 
Phasized that his judgment related 
exclusively to the existence of a con- 
ceptual duty of care, based upon the 
particular facts alleged by the re- 
spondent. The decision of the court 
was a precedent, but one that was 


restricted to its particular facts, and . 


Not a general directive. [t was in this 
way that the courts worked, building 
the law from case to case. 
‘As one scholar had written, “The 
test judges of the common law 
ve proceeded in this way, moving 
not by fits and starts. but at the pace 
of the tortoise that steadily advances 
ar it carries the past on its 
ack.” 


The respondent's claim had been . 


dismissed in limine, so the facts 
which she alleged had not yet been 
Proved. It was now for the court to 
establish the facts, and then judge if 
the duty of care existed in this par- 
ticular case, or not. 

For the above reasons, he pro- 
posed that the appeal be dismissed. 
and the case returned to the Magis- 
trates’ Court for trial. 

Justice Shlomo Levin concurred. 


JUSTICE GAVRIEL BACH also 
agreed with Justice Barak, and em- 
phasized that his agreement was lim- 
Ited to the facts of this appeal. 

Counsel for the State had correct- 
ly stressed, he said, that the police 
had not failed to carry out a court 
order. The order was one directed 
to the respondent's husband, re- 
straining his leaving the country. It 
was he, and not the police, who had 
disobeyed the order. 

As Justice Barak had said. it was 
not in every case where the police 
failed to prevent the commission of 
acrime that they were liable to com- 
pensate a person injured thereby. 
The police owed a duty to the com- 

- munity as a whole, and not necessar- 
ily to every citizen individually. 

On the other hand, he regarded 
the present case as something excep- 


tional. This was not a case in which’ 


the police had failed to take reason- 
able steps to prevent the commis- 
sion of an ordinary crime, such as an 
offence against property, where the 
citizen could also take reasonable 
steps to be protected. ᾿ 

Tt was only natural that the means 
of preventing someone leaving the 
country pursuant to a court order 
were in the hands of the police 
alone. It was for this reason that 
such orders were handed to the po- 
lice as a matter of routine, for it was 
the police who were able. and alsa 
obliged. to check the identity of ev- 
eryone leaving the country. 

This check was conducted, inter 
alia, for the very purpose of examin- 
ing whether an order had been made 
restraining the person from leaving 
the country. The police conducted 
this check. and only they could pre- 
vent any damage to be caused by the 
court order being disobeyed. 

Justice Bach agreed, therefore. 
that the police were under a special 
duty to check travellers leaving the 
country vith the utmost care. If the 
police were negligent in performing 
this function, it was only right that 
they should compensate those who 
suffered as a result. 


For the above reasons. the appeal 
was dismissed. and the case re- 
turned to the Magistrates’ Court to 
be tried in the ordinary way.

ASARA BTEVET, the tenth 
of Tevet, which falls next Sun- 
day. is the oldest day of nation- 
al mourning in the Jewish cal- 
endar. The observance has 
largely fallen into disuse, even 
in Orthodox circles. Those who 
observe it fast from daybreak 
to sunset and say prayers to 
moum the beginning of the 
siege of Jerusalem by the Baby- 
lonian King Nebuchadnezzar 
about 2.580 years ago. 

In the early years of the 
state, the Chief Rabbinate de- 
clared it the “General Kaddish 
Day” for observing the death 
anniversary of those who per- 
ished in the Holocaust but 
whose exact day of whose 
death is not known. This may 
have been intended partly to 
restore Asara b’Tevet to the 
national consciousness. 

A lide later, the Knesset set 
Nissan 27 -- close to the date of 
the outbreak of the Warsaw 
Ghetto Revolt -- as the Martyrs 
and Heroes Remembrance 
Day. vulgarly referred to by 
the atrocious designation of 
“Yom Hashoah — Holocaust 
Day.“ 

Remembrance Day events, 
in addition to mourning the Six 
Million, rightly recall the acts 
of physical heroism performed 
by Jews in the ghettos and con- 
centration camps and as parti- 
sans. It is only in recent vears 
that a concerted effort has been 
made to spread the news of the 
quantitatively and qualitutively 
no-less-significant Holocaust- 
period spiritual heroism of 


Jews from the entire religious, 
political and cultural spectrum. 


IN HIS With God in Hell, a 
survey and analysis of Jewish 
fidelity in the German-created 
ghettos and death camps, 
Eliezer Berkovits recalls an act 
by Jews that anticipated by a 
quarter-of-a-century the “We 
shall overcome” theme of the 
black liberation movement in 
the U.S. 

Early io the war, the Ger- 
mans thought of setting up a 
“Jewish area" in the ALablin 
district. They ordered the Ju- 
denrat to assemble the city's 
-Jews in an open field outside 
the city, where the German 
commander ordered them to 
sing a jolly hassidic tune. 

After some hesitation, one 
of them started to sing the soul- 
ful Yiddish prayer, ‘‘Lomir 
zich ibberbaym, Ovinu Shehba- 
shomayim”™ (“Let's be friends 
again, Father-in-Heaven™). 

Nobody followed suit. The 
German soldiers laced into the 
disobedient throng. Suddenly, 
someone started singing the 
same tune spiritedly, and to the 
improvised words, “Mir veln 

_ ay ibberlaybn”” (“We shall 
outlive them"). 

This time, the throng quickly 
joined in with verve, singing 
and dancing ecstatically. 

Flabbergasted, the Germans 
again laced into the Jews and 
ordered them to stop. 

‘We don’t know how many of 
those Jews outlived those Ger- 
mans. But they, and many 
thousands of other Jews in 
thousands of similar acts of in- 
dividual and group valour and 
humanity, helped to save their 
own and the Jewish people's 
divine image. keeping alive the 
spirit that made the acts of 

physical resistance more than 

Mere acts of desperation. 
“Divine image,” not as the 

Israeli humanistic vulgarization 

has it. “human image.” The 

latter alone, without transcen- 
dence, is the source of the 
atrocities of our century. “Hu- 
man image™ is the ultimate 
idolatry, the epitomization of 
Moloch worship, perhaps best 
summed up by Josef Goebbels 
himself: “Today we are all ex- 
pressionists — men wha want to 
make the world outside them- 
selves take the form of their life 
within themselves.” 


BERKOVITS cites another in- 
timation of the divine image, in 
the diary of Moshe Flinker, a 
teenage boy in hiding in Bel- 
gium early in the war (who did 
not survive). He wrote of ven- 
geance. and explained: “Our 
revenge for our present suffer- 
ing and for all our sufferings 
during these two millenia of 
Exile will be the restoration of 
our land, its settlement by our 
people, the return of our_be- 
loved people to its patrimony. 
This will be the greatest re- 
venge we can achieve...” 
(Flinker. who wrote his diary 
in a fluent Hebrew, was teach- 
ing himself Arabic at the time.) 
Berkavits. a leading Ortho- 
dox halachist, philospher and 
theologian who lives in Jerusa- 
jem. himself concludes, among 
other things: “It is...morally 
wrong to tolerate evil not only 
when it is done to others, but 
also when it is done to 
oneself.”

Import duty cuts will 
hit ‘sensitive’ industries

TEL AVIV - The lifting of duties on 
imports from the European Com- 
munity, which takes effect on Janu- 
ary 1, 1989, will take a heavy toll on 
many of the country’s more sensitive 
industries. Moshe Nahum, head of 
the foreign trade division at the 
Manufacturers’ Association, said 
earlier this week. 

“The problem is that these cuts 
are coming at a particularly hard 
time for the industrial sector, and 
therefore. their effect in certain 
cases may turn aut to be more dev- 
. astating than might otherwise be the 
case,” he told The Jerusalem Past. 

The industries that will be most 
affected. he said. were textiles,

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Discount Investments’ flurry of activity 


The end to a successful year

“That's it. We've wrapped it up 
for the year.” 

Dov Tadmor, managing director 
at Discount Investment Corporation 
(DIC), puffed contentedly on a 
large Cuban cigar, as is his wont, 
and relaxed in his large office situat- 
ed off Allenby Street in downtown 
Tel Aviv. After two major an- 
nouncements in the last week, which 

a series of large deals con- 
cluded over recent months, his satis- 
faction was understandable. 

This week's deal involved fairly 
small amounts of money, but had 
major implications: DIC, along with 
its sister corporation, PEC Israel 
Economic Corp., (both are subsid- 
iaries of IDB Development Corp., 
the investment arm of the Recanati 
empire, and usually invest in tan- 
dem) made a $6 million equity injec- 
tion in Elron Electronics, in which 

already have equity stakes of 
20% and 10% respectively. 

Elron needed the money to tide it 
over, until it can obtain access to 
larger funds, probably by merging 
with its major subsidiary. Elbit 
Computers. The money will go to- 
ward developing new projects that 
Elron is incubating, as well as reduc- 
ing the concern’s finance costs from 
debts taken on earlier for the same 
purpose. The only investor ready to 
make an equity commitment to El- 
ron under these circurnstances was 
the DIC/PEC group, which founded 
Elron over 25 years ago. 

The major implications in the deal 
were two-fold. For Tadmor and the 
other senior executives at DIC, it 
meant they were doing what they 
like best and believe to be their 
main — investing in promis- 
ing Israeli industrial ventures. Giv- 
en the economic climate in recent 
years, and their own problems in 
tackling crises in former high-flying 
success stories such as Elscint and 
Scitex, Tadmor and co. have not 
had much opportunity to invest in 
industrial start-ups. Their new ven- 
tures have either been in the form of 
buying into existing businesses, 
when opportunities arose, or have 
been more in the direction of ser- 
vices, including sports centres and 
other aspects of the “leisure 
industry.” 

For Elron, the deal suggested that 
things were beginning to look up, 
after three years hard slog in the 
wake of the Elscint disaster. If El- 


τοῦ 8 proposed merger with Elbit 
goes through, a new phase of growth 
can begin, with Elbit's financial re- 
sources powering the expansion of 
both Elron’s established affiliates, 
Optrotech, Fibronics and Elsciat. as 
well as its up-and-coming new com- 
panies and fledgling projects in its 
“incubator.” 

Tadmor achieved a different kind 
of satisfaction last week, by releas- 
ing the news that British press mag- 
nate Robert Maxwell was negotiat- 
ing to buy a large stake in Scitex. 
Maxwell's money will put Scitex on 
the road to further expansion, after 
DIC/PEC and Scitex's other major 
shareholder, the Clal group, invest- 
ed $10m. in the computerized 
graphics firm. to help it recover 
from the crisis that enveloped it in 
1986. The money was originally ad- 
vanced as a loan, and was converted 
earlier this year into equity, boost- 
ing the DIC/PEC stake to 20% — 
although this will fall again, if the 
Maxwell deal goes through in early 
January, as planned. 

These high-tech oriented invest- 
ment activities stand out against the 
generally gloomy economic environ- 
ment, and also when compared to 
DIC’s other recent deals, which 
have been much more defensive in 
nature. Thus the last few months 
have seen a major investment in the 
Tambour paint firm, which used to 
be a 50:50 partnership between PEC 
and Koor. DIC bought a 25% stake 
in Tambour from Koor for NES 13m. 
earlier this year, and then lent Koor 
another NIS 19m. in a supposedly 
commercial loan that was collateral- 
ized by the troubled giant's remain- 
ing stake in Tambour. Given the 
Tecent developments at Koor, πὸ 
one expects to see the loan repaid, 
and DIC will therefore have bought 
the other half of Tambour for NIS 
32m., or $20m.. which it considers 
good value for this profitable. well- 
run, cash-cow of a company. 

Another recent move was a family 
affair, in which DIC bought 7% of 
the Supersol group from none other 
than PEC, for $7m., in line with the 
retailing group's stock market price. 
Rationale? “We wanted to diversify 
our investment portfolio in the di- 
rection of profitable, solid compa- 
nies,” said Tadmor. Commentary: 
everyone likes to own well-managed 
supermarket chains in a recession. 

‘The money for all this activity has 
been provided largely by Stef 
Wertheimer, the boss of the Iscar 


group, in which DIC.has long had a 
48% stake. Iscar is another compa- 
ny with a first-class profit record and 
8 reputation for excellent manage- 
ment and products, borne out by its 
ability to sell in Japan in the face of 
domestic competition. Neverthe- 
less, Tadmor took up Wertheimer's 
offer to buy part of DIC’s holding. 
Why? “It's not every day that you 
get a serious offer to realize profits 
on an investment in a privately- 
owned company. Anyway, we still 
have 26%. which shows our confi- 
dence in the company and its 
prospects.” 


Fair enough, one might say, espe-. 


cially since DIC got $18.7m. for the 
22% of Iscar that it sold. One might 
add, however, that the rumour mills 
claimed that DIC was happy to off- 
load part of its stake because 
Wertheimer has always refused to 
take Iscar public, and DIC’s policy 
has always been to float its compa- 
nies whenever market conditions 
are favourable. 

In addition to all the foregoing, 
DIC has spent NIS 7.8m . on buying 
shares in the market in companies in 
which it already has substantial 
stakes, including Delek Fuel Co.. 
Israel Can, Kil Industries and 
American Israel Paper Mills. 

Finally, as if to show that the need 
for caution in today’s environment 
need not rule out limited offensive 
measures, DIC has jumped into the 
cable TV era. Together with the 
Denver-based United Cable TV 
Corp.. it took part in the govern- 
ment's auction of rights for cable TV 
services in various parts of the coun- 
try, winning two of them — in south 
Tel Aviv/Givatayim and in the Ash- 
kelon/Ashdod area. 

This venture will require fairly 
substantial investments over the 
next few years, but Tadmor believes 
that it can become largely self-fi- 
nancing, at least later on, by devel- 
oping the network in stages, with 
the first stages generating the in- 
come needed to continue the pro- 
ject.

Long-term plans keep 
Israel in convention trade 


The general fall-off in tourism is 
not reflected in the participation 
rates for international conventions 
held here. The reason, according to 
Gideon Rivlin, director of Kenes, 
the country’s largest and most influ- 
ential convention organiser is that 
such events are plaoned up to-five 
years in advance and cannot sudden- 
ly be diverted to another 
destination. 

Moreover, conventions are usual- 
ly held in what are considered to be 
risk-free locations, and participants 
are therefore less inclined to worry 
about security factors. 

Israel might have long ago 
achieved the long-aimed-for goal of 
two million tourists per annum if the 
country had more international con- 
vention centres.

The first 
major sale was made last month, 
when Hassneh sold one of its few 
profitable subsidiaries, Shimshon, 
as well as Rotem, to the Hevrat 
Ha’ovdim Investment Company. 
This sale netted NIS 35m., of which 


. NIS 30m. represents a capital gain 


for Hassneh. 

Armon rebutted criticism that this 
sale was made ‘within the Histadrut 
family.” He said that the price he 
exacted was “fair and honest,” 


while other buyers who had ex- 
pressed interest — including some of 
Hassneh’s major rivals -- had offered 
much lower sums in beady ὩΣ 
grabbing a cheap bargain. From 
point of view of Hevrat Ha‘ovdim, 
Hassneh's parent, the deal repre- 
sented a good purchase and also 
staved off the need for it to inject 
further equity into Hassneh, as it 
has done three times in the last few 
years — only to see the money eaten 
up by further losses.

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MKs attack central 
bank monetary policy

The Bank of Israe] came under 
fire at the Knesset Finance Commit- 
tee meeting yesterday, The central 
bank was accused by almost all the 
committee’s members of faulty 
monetary policy management. for 
which they blamed the current slow- 
down in economic activity. 

The most extreme proposal came 
from Likud MK Dan Tichon, who 
called for the resignation of the cen- 
tral bank's governor, Michael Bru- 
no. Tichon said the very high inter- 
est rates which the Bank of Israel 
had sustained were responsible for 
the current recession. 

MK Dedi Zucker (CRM) said 
that the man in charge of economic 
policy was Finance Minister Moshe 
Nissim, and that he too should be 
held responsible for the present 
situation. 

Representatives from the Trea- 
sury and the Bank of Israel blamed 
wage rises for the slowdown in activ- 
ity, and declined ta talk about mon- 
etary policy and the exchange rate. 


The head of the bank's research 
department, Avi Ben-Bassat, told 
the committee that the cause of the 
recession lay with the inctease in 
wages and the uprising in the territo- 
ries. He said there was no real rise in 
the country’s Gross Domestic Prod- 
uct in the business sector this year, 
compared with a 7% increase in 
1987. Ben-Bassat udded that the 
number of registered jub seekers 
had increased from 36.00 at the 
end of 1987 τὸ 50,000 now. 


The central bank official said that 
both exports and imports had fallen 
% in rea) terms compared with last 
year. But he added that the fact that 
export prices had risen more than 
the price of imposts would cause a 
slight improvement in the bulunce of 
payments. 

Treasury director-general Victor 
Medina said the rise in unemploy- 
ment was caused by efficiency drives 
and cost-cutting efforts in many 
firms and institutions. This tumed 
the previously hidden unemploy- 
ment into actual unemployment.

TEL AVIV - An increase in VAT, an effective devaluation, cuts in 
government spending and comprehensive aid for industry are the main 
demands of Manufacturers’ Association president Dov Laytman. 

Speaking to economic editors yesterday, Lautman warned that the 
new coalition agreements, which fill the potential participants’ pockets 
with the tax payers’ money, will severely damage an economy already in 
bad shape. He said the government, instead of cutting its budget in most 
sectors — including defence -- intends to spend more, cash on coalition 
agreements without taking the needs of industry into account, a sector 
already suffering from government neglect. 

The manufacturers’ leader said the government's behaviour had al- 
ready caused a drop in exports for this year and the loss of 12,000 
industrial jobs, the same number of jobs recently added to the public 
sector. Lautman said the 2.5% fall in industrial output and only a minor 
2.5% growth in capital investments indicated the correctness of his 
warnings over the year. 

Lautman farther warned that next year will be worse if the government 
does not change its attitude towards industry. Unless the right priqrities 
are made, the country will face an unemployment rate of between 8%-

A derby and a stadium 


LAST Saturday's soccer derby in Jerusalem tumed out to be a real 
happening in the capital, an event nobody had anticipated. The 
perfect weather wus matched by the excellence of the behaviour of 
the fans, although they had every reason to behave badly -- they were 
packed into the YMCA ground in a way that would excite adverse 
comment among sardines if put like that into a tin. The quality of the 
soccer was also unexpectedly high: instead-of two teams settling for a 
drab scoreless draw according to the tradition that has been estab- 
lished for derby matches, both Hapoel and Betar played fast, attack- 
ing football, What is more, the game was very clean, unmarred by 
‘professional fouls and going for the man instead of the ball. 

The game proved how deep is the love of soccer among Jerusale- 
mites: apart from the 10,000 who went to the match, there were more 
than double that number who stayed away. because they were not 
prepared to brave the horrors of YMCA. This love of football is 

- shared by both the Hapoel supporters, most of whom are thought to 
be pro-Labour. and the Betar Jerusalem fans, most of whom are 
supposed to be fanatical adherents of Likud. 

It is no wonder that, after the game. the Likud’s fiery hawk. 
Yehoshua Matza MK, and Labour's cooing dove. Uzi Baram MK, 
both of whom had been fascinated spectators of the game. sitting in 
the YMCA seats reserved for VIPs and the press —i.e. on the grass at 
the edge of the touchline — got together in the same nest, and side by 
side declaimed that the Jerusalem stadium must be built fast, 

The stadium is legally stymied by the recalcitrant refusal for 15 
months of the acting Minister of the Interior. Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir. io endorse the plans that have gone through every possible 
legal committee during the course of nearly a decade. In doing his 
typical Fabius the Cunctator act. Shamir is meekly obeying the orders 
of Shas. as the Ministry of the Interior really “belongs” to them. 
according to the feudal system of feifdoms that prevails in Israeli 
politics, even though their minister, Rabbi Yitzhak Peretz. resigned 
so long ago that nobody remembers when or why he did so. 

The Labour Party's Emanuel Zisman MK tabled a question in the 
Knesset Just week, asking Shamir to explain his defiance of the law of 
the land. No doubt Zisman will get no satisfactory answer. 

Shamir has also managed to stall an application for an interdict 
sought in the Supreme Court by Dedi Zucker MK (CRM). Mayor 
Teddy Kollek (party, Jerusalem) and the Municipal Sports Ground 
Corporation. 

It is no wonder that Kollek said in disgust on Saturday night, after 
the happening, that it was a disgrace that an event like the derby, 
despite all the enormous efforts of the Municipality, had to be played 
at YMCA. 

Meanwhile Betar Jerusalem are forced to use Bloomfield in Jaffa as 
their home ground. Most of their fanatical fans stay at home listening 
to the radio, and the team’s morale has crumbled accordingly. It is 
even possible that the return derby between the capital's two teams 
will be played in remote Jaffa! (Though there are rumours that the 
haredim are offering Betar a bribe to play at YMCA on Fridays so as 
to clear the way for a ban on Saturday soccer in the capital.) 

‘ith all these negotiations going on, and with all the wonderful 
offers being made to the infinitesimal small parties in the Knesset, 
surely. somebody should mention to the Likud and Labour negotia- 
tors that the majority of the votes cast by the Israeli electorute went to 
them. And somebody might mention also that justice demands, 
surely. that these faithful to Likud and Labour should get some 
trifling reward for their loyalty -- trifling indeed compared to the rich 
pickings being handed over with such eagerness to those who have 
opposed the building of the stadium by all possible means, fair or 
foul. 

All that the Hapoel and Betar Jerusalem soccer fans -- Likud and 
Labour supporters alike -- want from Shamir is that he should append 
his signature on a plan, so that the stadium can be finished. perhaps in 
time for the replay. Is this too much to ask?

Knesset gate protest 


‘Let us live 
in our houses’

Jerusalem Post Reporters 
Fuad Sa’id travelled from Umm 
el-Fahm to the gates of the Knesset 
yesterday with the story of a home 
he is on the verge of losing. 


Pulling a wad of worn documents 
and survey maps from his pocket, he 
explained that he had been served 
with a demolition order because an 
engineer mistakenly built his house 

. two metres closer to the main road 
in his village than building regula- 
tions then permitted. 

“What did we do to deserve 
this?” he said, crumpling a cigarette 
package and tossing it to the 
ground. “What are we in this 
state?” 

Sa'id is one of about 300 Israeli 
Arabs from throughout the country 
who assembled to protest against 
‘the destruction of illegally built 
Arab homes and the government's 
failure to cover their local councils’ 
budget deficits. “Let us live in our 
houses.” one of the signs said. 

Sa’id, 60, recounted in emotional 
tones how a demolition order was 
issued for his house. 

A judge ruled that the engineer 
who executed the building plan was 
to blame, but issued a demolition 
order anyway. Sa’id had been living

in the six-room house for three years 
witb 12 family members before the 
order arrived last year. 


The government redrew the lines 
for legal building in his neighbour- 
hood four or five years ago. he said. 
But that was two years after he had 
received a permit to build, and in 
the interim “no one asked me any- 
thing” about changing the plans for 
the house. 


Tnto the $80,000 two-storey struc- 
ture Sa‘id sank the proceeds from 
the sale of his wife's gold jewelry 
and his own and their four grown 
children’s life savings. If the house is 
demolished, “we have oo other 
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Demonstrators outside Knesset protest home demolitions. 


place to build. no other place to 
g0.” he said. 

‘The case is on appeal in a Haifa 
court. 

Umm el-Fahm Mayor Hashem 
Mahameed said that. while the gov- 
ernment claims that it acts to demol- 
ish houses that are constructed ille- 
gally, it doesn't give Arabs the 
chance to build legally. “You cant 
leave a person at an intersection and 
forbid him to enter in any direc- 
tion.” Mahameed said. “In 1948. we 
[the Arabs who remained in Israel] 
were 120.000. Today we are 
700,000, but not one new Arab lo- 
cality has been established. We need 
to build.” 


Interior Ministry officials respond 
that there is land available in the 
Arab community for building and 
that Arabs build illegally mainly be- 
cause it is cheaper to build on their 
own farmland. 

Mahameed’s response: “Let 
someone come and point out one 
dunam in Umm el-Fahm where it's 
possible to build legally.” 

The deficit problem is also a 
pressing issue. More than 200 mu- 
nicipal workers in Umm el-Fahm 
have not received their salaries for 
four months. Mahameed said.

Arafat’s statements to the test by 
offering to commence peace negoti- 
ations with the PLO.” Sarid added 
that, “‘in light of the speech'in Gene- 
va, it is impossible to say that we 


have no negotiating parmer.” 

Sarid also called on the U.S. to 
meet with the PLO and “further the 
cause of peace in this region.” 

Mapam Secretary-General Elazar 
Granot said that “what is revealed 
in the speech is a political and diplo- 
matic challenge to Israel, and what 
is hidden can be interpreted at the 
negotiating table.” 

Granot wamed that Prime Minis- 
ter Shamir’s reaction could “‘danger- 
ously isolate Israel in the interna- 
tional community.” Granot also 


called on the Labour Party to aban- 
don coalition talks with the Likud 
and “fight for a peaceful Israeli poli- 
cy from the opposition.” 

Dovish Labour MK Yossi Beilin 
said that “if the PLO formally 
agreed to end terror” he would rec- 
ommend to his party that it agree to 
establish contact with the 
organization. . 

“We have to recognize that, un- 
der certain conditions, which we will 
determine, we will have to talk to 
them,” said Beilin. 


Shinui last night called on the gov- 
ernment to react to Arafat's speech 
by announcing an Israeli peace ini- 
tiative aimed at the PLO. calling on 
the Palestinians to enter negotia- 
tions on the basis of mutual recogni- 
tion and a renunciation of all vio- 
lence and terror. 

Tehiva leader Yuval Ne'eman 
called the speech a “public relations 
ploy” and urged Shamir not to form 
a broad-based government in which 
“Labour will constantly seek ways 
of opening talks with the PLO.”

Doctors docked for protest

Doctors who held a strike at the 
10 state hiatric hospitals yester- 
day will be docked a day's pay. The 
doctors’ union set a reduced Shab- 
bat schedule to protest against the 
“Health Ministry's inability to cre- 
ate order” at the Mazra state mental 
hospital in Acre. : 

The ministry executive yesterday 
denounced the strike, calling it “τος 
tally unjustified.” The health minis- 
ter, said the spokesman. would han- 
dle Mazra's problems ‘ia 
accordance with the law and civil 
Service regulations.” 

The union is dissatisfied with the 


ministry's inability to fire or transfer 
the powerful head of the hospital's 
works committee, Michel Edri, 
whom the doctors accuse of "terror- 
izing the staff and impeding the hos- 
pital’s proper operation.” The min- 
Istry counters that it has installed a 
new director, Dr. Lionel Davidson, 
and other top administrators at 
Mazra, but cannot dismiss Edri. 

Because of the one-day strike, 
psychiatric treatment was given to 
patients only in emergency cases. 
But Dr. Yair Bar-El, Jerusalem dis- 
trict psychiatrist and director of the 
Kfar Shaul mental hospital in the 
capital, told The Jerusalem Post that 
the strike was not causing “great 
damage.”
